Antwerp. Loss of the great com­ 
munications center of Liege would 
be a terrific blow to the Allies, 
and if the port of Antwerp were 
put out of commission it would 
be an aw ful catastrophe. 
I think 
this is one of the prop31'}' reasons 
for the new Fust Army counter­ 
offensive— to knock out of Von 
Rundstedt’s any notion of attempt­ 
ing a break through on the north. 
Two-gun Patton continues to 
be the great hero of the bloody 
drama of the bulge. 
He 
is 
the 
absolute key-stone of the Allied 
position. 
Or you might say he’s 
the monkey-wrench in the ma­ 
chinery of Von Kundstedt’s offen­ 
sive. 
The big salient which Pat­ 
ton has driven into the German 
southern flank about 
Bastogne 
has been the main obstacle to a 
fresh Nazi assault in the north 
towards 
Liege. 
In 
short 
the 
Kankee general ha.- obeen carry­ 
ing a lot of the bulge on his own 
sturdy should* rs. 
Fighting about the Patton sal­ 
ient has been fierce, and Yon 
Rundstedt 
has tacitly signalled 
that the American's thrusts have 
hurt 
Latest field dispatches say 
the Nazi commander is bunging 
up strong n Enforcements to the 
Bastogne zone. 
Von Rundstedt’s position within 
the bulge is increasingly danger-1 
ous. He is deep in enemy country j 
and the base of his long salient is I 
far too narrow for comfort. More- ! 
over, communications inside tho 
bulge are bad, so that on the whole ! 
the German general likely would I 
find it extremely difficult even 
now to get his forces out of the 
bulge without terrible losses. 
His position is doubly danger­ 
ous because of the vast weight of 
Allied air power which is being 
brought against him. Any whole­ 
sale withdrawal of 
armor 
and 
men certainly would encounter an 
annihilating deluge from the air.

e t si on when Horace Wells first ad­ 
ministered laughing ga s — nitrous 
oxide— to p roduce anaesthesia for 
the extraction of a tooth. 
The p lace and the occasion are 
fitting. Horace Wells was a H a r t ­ 
ford citizen, a dentist, and it wa* 
in H a r tf or d tha t this im p ortant 
event in the history ’ of surgery 
and dentistry occurred. 
The circumstances of the his­ 
toric event are that as early a* 
A ugust 1840, Dr. Well* had k een 
think ing of the p ossibility of thi* 
and said to Dr. L. P. Broek ett, of 
H a rtford , that he “ believed a man 
might be made so drunk by the in­ 
halation of nitrous oxide gas or 
some similar agent that dental or 
other op erations might br p e r ­ 
formed on him without anv sensa­ 
tion on the p art of the p atient.” 


First Applicatio n 


He made no p ractica’ ap r I'cation 
of his idea, however, until on De­ 
cember 10th, 18 l l, he attended the 
lecture of one G a rd ner Q Colton. 
Colton was one of a set of familiar 
figures in the early day * of our 
rep ublic. He travelled from city to 
city giving a lecture and demon­ 
stration of chemistry . Chemistry 
wss then a very y oung science in­ 
deed. It had not been harnessed by 
industry nor to any extent for­ 
mally introduced into university 
education. It* p henomena. * ieh a- 
the p roduction of a gas when two 
liquids were mixed together, or a 
solid p recip itate when two I.quids 
were mixed together, were consid­ 
ered to be my sterious and interest­ 
ing, much as mind reading and 
mesmerism are considered now, 
but nobody saw any practical a p ­ 
plicatio n of them. 
Colton evidently gave 
a good 
show. One of his stunts was to 
have members of the audience 
com* up on the stage and he would 
have them inhale nitrous oxide — 
laughing 
gas. 
They 
went 
into 
gales of laughter, and cut up and 
cavorted 
about the stage. 
The 
more dignified the subject wa*, the 
more fun it was for the audience. 
One of the subjects on the night 
Horace Wells attended hit his foot 
against a chair and received quite 


a severe injury , but avowed tha t 
he felt no p ain. 
Horace Wells acted on this hint 
and the next day he and Dr. J. M. 
Higgs, the dentist who is resp on­ 
sible for describing Riggs' disease, 
which is p y orrhoea, obtained Mr. 
Colton’s 
assi*tance 
and 
ad m in­ 
istered nitrous oxide to Wells. Dr. 
Riggs- then 
extracted 
a 
tooth. 
When he awok e Wells cried— “ It 
did not hurt me more than the 
p rick of a p in. It is the gre atest 
discovery ever made.” 


Prop erly Accredited 
Horace Wells a fte rw a rd s went 
to 
Boston 
to 
demon*trat* 
the 
method, hut failed to k eep the p a ­ 
tient anaesthetized. He returned 
in disgrace, at least in his own 
ey es, to H a rtford , and later in 
New York committed suicide in 
desp air at what he considered th* 
failure of his idea. 
His credit is now p rop erly a s ­ 
sessed. however. It is tr ue tha t 
two y ears before, in Jefferson, 
Georgia, Dr. Crawford W. Long 
gave ether for a surgical op e ra ­ 
tion. and the worldwide use of a n­ 
aesthesia is due to Horace Well’s 
p artner, Dr. W. T. G. Morton, 
who, 
in 
1846, 
p ublicly 
demon­ 
strated it at the Massarhusetta 
General Hosp ital. Boston. The a n­ 
aesthetic controversy is an un­ 
hap p y one. 
All deserve credit, 
Horace Wells as much a* tho rest. 
The idea was in tile air IOO y ears 
ago and m any men had a p a r t in 
p erfecting it. 
There are newer anaesthetics 
now and a great p erfection of a n­ 
aesthetic technique. But for se­ 
lected p urp oses there is p robably 
none bettor than Horace W ells ni­ 
trous oxide.
